Fr. Aboulin Played 
Part in Project 


Suggested National 
Shrine in Washington 


ptas S for the completion of the 
national Shrine of the Immacu- 
late Conception on the campus of 
the Catholic University of America 
at Washington, D.C. have a special 
interest for Assumption Alumni. 
Last month the Catholic hierarchy 
in the United States asked Cath- 
olics throughout that country to 
provide funds to complete the 
Washington shrine. 

Two priests whose memory is re- 

vered at Assumption played an im- 
portant part in the early efforts to 
start construction of the shrine. 
Father J. J. M. Aboulin, C.S.B., 
while stationed at St. Anne’s Church 
in Detroit, approached an alumnus, 
the late Msgr. Francis VanAntwerp 
of Detroit, with his plan for a Mar- 
tan shrine in Washington. Msgr. 
VanAntwerp passed on the idea to 
Cardinal Gibbons and enclosed his 
own cheque for $1,000. An article in 
the December, 1953, issue of the 
“Catholic World” relates this inci- 
dent in a history of the national 
shrine construction of which began 
in 1920, 
Fr. Aboulin, more _ familiarly 
known as “the abbé”, pastor of As- 
sumption Church from 1870 to 1893, 
spent his declining years at the Col- 
lege where he died at the age of 90 
on August 30, 1931. Msgr. Van- 
Antwerp conducted the students’ 
retreat at Assumption almost every 
year for nearly two decades.

Two Priest Alumni 
Taken by Death 


Rev. Francis P. White 
And Rev. D. E. Perrin 


EV. Francis Paul White, 76, for 
26 eyars pastor of St. Alphonsus 
Church, Windsor, until his retire- 
ment in April, 1952, died in Hotel 
Dieu Hospital on February 2 where 
he had been confined for nearly two 
years with a severe heart condition. 
Native of Sombra 

Fr. White was born in Sombra, 
Ontario and at an early age moved 
with his parents to nearby Court- 
right where he received his early 
education. In 1896 he enrolled at the 
old Detroit College (now the Uni- 
versity of Detroit) where he studied 
three years. In 1899 he came to As- 
sumption where he studied philoso- 
phy for two years. His theological 
studies were taken at the Grand 
Seminary, Montreal, and he was or- 
dained to the priesthood on Decem- 
ber 17, 1904, 

Fr. White’s first appointment was 
as assistant at St. Peter’s Cathedral, 
London where he remained four 
years. His pastorates included Sa- 
cred Heart, Port Lambton, St. Col- 
umban’s, St. Columban, and St. Pat- 
rick’s, Dublin. In 1916 he joined the 

anadian Army chaplain service 
with the rank of captain, went to 
France with the Second Division 
and remained overseas till 1919. 

Fr. White’s loyalty and generosity

Rey. D. Edmund Perrin, 75, pas- 
tor of St. Mary’s Church, Monroe, 
Michigan, for the last 13 years, died 
in St. John’s Hospital, Detroit, on 
February 20 after a lengthy illness. 

A native of Sandwich South, Fr. 
Perrin graduated from the Detroit

Me REV. ALLEN J. BAB- 
COCK, D.D., auxiliary bishop 
of Detroit since 1947, member of 
the Rhetoric Class of 1919, was 
named bishop of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, on March 31.

A NEW Catholic high school will 
be erected in the west end of 
Windsor within the next two years, 
it was revealed by His Excellency 
Bishop John C. Cody, of London in 
a letter to Father LeBel. 
Discontinue H.S. 

The Bishop wrote: “This is to 
acknowledge your message that in 
the interests of the University, the 
Assumption College authorities have 
finally decided to discontinue As- 
sumption High School within two 
years.

Taken by Death 


Four Other Former 
Students Also Stricken 


R': Rev. Hubert F. Klenner, 77, 
died in hospital in Detroit after 
an illness of several weeks. A native 
of Claudiopolis, Transylvania, he 
came with his parents to Detroit at 
the age of 14. He studied in schools 
there and at St. Francis Seminary 
in Milwaukee before completing his 
theological studies at Assumption 
from 1901 to 1902. He was ordained 
on July 6, 1902. 

His first assignment was as as- 
sistant at St. Elizabeth’s Church, 
Detroit. In 1906 he organized Holy 
Cross parish for the Hungarians in 
Delray and remained there 16 years. 
In 1922 he was appointed pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church, Detroit and 
professor at Sacred Heart Seminary. 
He remained as pastor of Sacred 
Heart till 1937 and as professor at 
the seminary till his death. On the 
occasion of his 50th anniversary of 
ordination, Msgr. Klenner was 
named a domestic prelate by His 
Holiness, Pope Pius XII. R.1.P. 


Msgr. Staley 


Rt. Rev. Louis E. Staley, 78, died 
in hospital in Kingston on October 
16 after a long illness. A native of 
Simcoe Island near Kingston, a 
member of a family which included 
two other priests and a nun, he at- 
tended Assumption from 1900 to 
1902. He was ordained to the priest- 
hood in Montreal on December 23, 
1905. For 10 year periods Fr. Staley 
served in parishes in Railton, Ches- 
terville, Gananoque and Brockville. 
His long and untiring work in the 
diocese was recognized in 1949 when 
he was named a domestic prelate by 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII. R.I.P. 


Fr. Pokriefka 


Rev. Edward L. Pokriefka, 
C.S.B., 58, died in hospital in De- 
troit on October 28 following a 
stroke. Death came suddenly al- 
though Father had not been in good 
health recently. 

Father “Poke” was a well known 
figure at Assumption in his student 
days, from 1922 to 1930. He entered

sion, Taichung, Formosa: “It is a consolation and a joy to 
know that I have friends back home who wish to co-operate in 
this great work of saving souls. Formosa for the past few years 
has attracted the eyes of the world. People are trying to figure 
out what will happen to it. In spite of this world concern mis- 
sionaries are taking advantage of every opportunity to advance 
the cause of Our Lord. During the Japanese occupation there 
were about 15 priests for the whole island but now there are 
over 200 and they are laboring in every place on the island. Now 
Formosa is a place of refuge for over two million Chinese, The 
aborigines number 160,000 and the Taiwanese whose ancestors 
came out of China about 500 years ago number about six million. 
It is among these three groups that the missionary finds plenty 
to do. In this section no attempt was made to conver the abor- 
igines. But now besides mission stations among the Taiwanese 
and Chinese I also have two mission stations among the abor- 
igines in the high mountains of Formosa. In one mission I have 
over 300 studying the doctrine and I expect to baptize them in 
about a month. The other groups have asked for catechists but 
at present I have no one to send them. About to build a mission 
chapel amongst this group now studying and it is my hope with 
God’s grace and the help of my friends back home to build a 
chapel in the midst of each of these 12 groups, each speaking a 
different language and with different customs. The Chinese 
refugees are coming into the Church in good numbers, Most of 
the Fathers along with their catechists are kept busy instructing 
them. The Taiwanese are more difficult as they are steeped in 
superstition. However a few years should witness a change in 
them. There is much good to be done on Formosa and I trust 
that with the help of God’s grace and the co-operation of my 
friends back home I shall be able to do a little. Kindest regards 
to the Fathers.” BROTHER JOSEPH POPE, C.Ss.R., St. 
Clement’s Monastery, Nishi Maizuru, Kyoto Fu, Japan: “Fr. 
Fuller, my superior, and all the Fathers here, as well as myself, 
wish to thank you sincerely and all the students at Assumption 
for your generosity and thoughtfulness. We will be able to put 
the money to many good uses. Our building program in the 
Mission area, plus the upkeep of our sanatorium and the general 
run of the Missions, and the odd typhoon now and then keeps 
us watching our finances with care. It is only by such donations 
as yours that we can keep going and we are truly grateful. I am 
due for a furlough next year and I am looking forward to a visit 
to Assumption. It has changed a lot since I attended—Congrat- 
ulations on becoming a university. My best regards to all and 
remember us in your prayers.” FR. NICHOLAS J. POLLARD, 
S.J., Masiha Bhawan, Shapurpati P.O., Shahabad Dist., Bihar, 
India: “Thanks for the donation. It comes at a most opportune 
time and I will have a very definite work to assign it for. Last 
year I put up a convent and dispensary and now there are four 
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Sisters there taking charge of the dispensary and doing cate- 
chetical work in the surrounding villages. But it took my last 
rupee to put up the buildings and I was unable to put an enclos- 
ing wall around it. The result is that they have about as much 
privacy as they would if camping in a city park. I have to get 
some bricks ready and now with this money I hope to get a wall 
around their place within the next couple of months. At this 
time of the year (May) the weather is abominable. For the last 
two months or so the temperature has been high, but the hu- 
midity low, so we did not feel it too much. But now as we get 
nearer to the break of the monsoon, both the temperature and 
humidity are high. This time of the year is set aside as the 
marriage season, and practically all the marriages for the entire 
year are contracted during this time. There is no work going on 
in the fields and everybody has time to spare for these festivities 
and they do make the most of it. That makes considerable extra 
work for us, for before marriage we try to give the couples a 
good course of instruction. These couples are the future hopes 
of our mission work as it is difficult to get in much solid in- 
struction with the older folk. Been getting the Chatter regu- 
larly and follow with interest all the activities of the Old School. 
It has changed a lot since I was there back in 1922. God bless 
you all and the good work you are doing.” (Ed. The preceding 
letters from alumni missionaries were written to Fr. Lawrence 
Faye, Mission Society Moderator of Assumption High School, 
in acknowledgement of donations from the Society.) THOMAS
